When it comes to our student 
yearbook, the Res Ipsa Loquitor, most 
students seem to be labouring under the 
delusion that the item is a self-producing 
one. However, there is more to the

As it stands right now, all of this 
work is falling on the shoulders of one 
student in particular - Res Ipsa Loquitor 
editor Jaqueline Goodwin. Her yearbook 
committee is composed of only four other 
students; two first year and two fourth year 
students. Last Friday, November 5, a general 
meeting for the yearbook committee was 
called; not one person showed up.

oiled machine. Needless to say, I was more 
than a little shocked when Jaqueline 
approached me with a well-deserved reality 
check. In her own words, "the recent edition 
of the Res Ipsa Loquitor started 
approximately seven years ago because the 
students wanted to have something by 
which to remember their year at McGill. It 
was heavily funded by the LSA and 
advertising in order to make it accessible to 
all students at the low price of $10.00. It 
seems the time has come to again question 
whether this student body is interested in 
publishing and receiving a yearbook." 

Jaqueline's bottom line is this: If no 
one is interested in having a yearbook, she 
is not going to break her back meeting 
deadlines and soliciting advertising. 
Students might as well pay the true cost of 
about $50.00 a copy. 

And you know what? I couldn’t 
agree with her more. Based on her 
experience to date, no other conclusion can 
be drawn. However, that conclusion doesn’t 
have to be the final word on the topic. 



Student involvement in faculty activities has 
been more than impressive this year, we look 
to be setting participation records in most 
areas. There is no reason why this should 
not also hold true for the yearbook. 

The LSA is taking a first step toward 
helping Jaqueline out. We are providing her 
telephone access and plan on altering our 
yearbook funding structure in order to lessen 
her administrative burden. 

However, that is not enough. What 
the yearbook needs is people; good, 
committed people who want to see a 
yearbook published next year, and who are 
willing to put their individual skills toward 
accomplishing that task. 

The Res Ipsa Loquitor has become a 
part of the law school experience here at 
McGill. We all have the opportunity to 
benefit from it, and to take advantage of its 
collection of memories. Consider what we 
stand to lose if we don't act now to save the 
yearbook.

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Imagine strolling hand in hand with 
your soulmate along a warm, sunset laden 
beach on the Italian Riviera. You joke and 
jostle, tempt the surf, stumble lightheartedly 
through the sand and share emotive words 
with each other. The long, wide beach is 
calm and deserted save for your shared 
indulgence in the beauty, the odd seagull, 
and ... the five sunglassed, submachine gun 
toting bodyguards who encircle you both at 
all times as they scan in front, behind, and 
side to side, incessantly. This is the opening 
scene to the film "Le Long Silence", a 
chilling account of the reality that a handful 
of Italian magistrates have been living (and 
dying) through in recent years. 

Two weeks ago the McGill Faculty 
of Law was host to one such magistrate and 
the precautions that surround him at all 
times. The RCMP restricted vehicle access 
onto the Faculty grounds and randomly (or 
so it seemed) questioned people entering the 
building. The doors of the Moot Court were 
guarded by officers and people were 
allowed in one by one. As our guest entered 
he was flanked by two thickly suited officers 
who, for the duration of his lecture, stood set 
apart against the wall behind him, surveying 
the crowd. A man who seemed to be the 
personal security "captain” spent much of 
his time watching and moving around the 



whole room. To sit in a theatre and watch 
a chillingly realistic film on a large screen 
is one thing. To sit in the middle of that 
reality is another. To be that reality must 
be, well, let us say, stressful. 

Antonio DiPietro, the reality, is 
judge and Chief Prosecutor for Milan, Italy. 
Since early 1992 he has spearheaded a 
major investigation into political corruption 
and organized crime within (and effectively 
without) Italy. This massive anti-bribery 
investigation has so far led to arrests of 
approximately 300 people in Milan alone 
and over 2000 people throughout the 
country. 

His speech focused on the difficulty 
of such an investigation without adequate 
international cooperation. Money 
produced by illicit activity is laundered 
through knowing and unknowing third 
parties (e.g. in Panama in the names of poor 
illiterate people), invalid trust invoices 
(which give the veneer of a valid 
transaction), shell companies and private 
numbered bank accounts around the world. 
The political and corporate corruption is by 
no means uniquely "Italian", it spans the 
globe. 

The search, says M. DiPietro, is for 
"truth", "democracy" and "justice". Simple 
goals sought within a complex context. 



Many people seek justice but how many put 
their life on the line for justice? Globally, a 
large number do take such chances but 
within the safe confines of a Western 
"democracy" it is easy to avoid facing 
corruption head on. Would you risk your 
life to enforce justice via the rule of law? If 
so, why? Principle? Conscience? 
Optimism? Fatalism? It is hard to know 
exactly what drives such strength of 
character. Probably something simple - a 
personal experience, an inspiring 
parent/mentor, a chance to really and truly 
make a difference in this world of status 
quo's. 

Whatever it is, Antonio DiPietro 
feels it and is acting on it. He is looking 
corruption in the eye. One senses that as 
chilling a liability as justice may be to him, 
it is also his raison d’etre. 

Note: The film "Le Long Silence" is 

especially interesting as it gives some 
profound insight into the minds of Italian 
women affected by the corruption and 
killing. It runs until 6 January 1994 at the 
Nouvel Ely see, 35 Milton at St. Laurent 
(Directed by Margaret he Von Trotta; 
Soundtrack by Ennio Morricone; in the 
original Italian with French subtitles).

It worked all right except for the 
fact as soon as the rest of them got 
into the car the next morning I had 
to go to the bathroom. Finally the 
family just gave in and decided that 
if they couldn't beat me, then they 
would work around me. From then 
on when I announced that I was 
dressed to go out to dinner, my 
father would start shaving and my 
mother would put on makeup. 
When I declared that I was putting 
on my shoes, they would start 
getting dressed and they still managed to 
beat me out to the car. 

What was a minor character flaw 
as a child became a major liability when 
I started academia. At first the 
comments were subtle, "Well, Mr.
